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High Bids On City Construction Projects 
Force Changes For Center Sidewalk

The city council, in its only 
regular meeting during August, 
faced problems with a planned 
sidewalk from the Greenbelt 
Center up the hill toward 
Green Ridge House. Other to¬ 
pics of particular concern were 
a request to waive construc¬ 
tion of a street in Windsor 
Green, and a preliminary com¬ 
mittee report on crime preven¬ 
tion. 

Eight bids had been received for 
a group of four construction proj¬ 
ects planned by the city. These 
projects, to be paid for with Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grant 
funds, are construction of a new 
sidewalk from the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter underpass up the hillside to the 
south; reconstruction of Research 
Rd.; reconstruction of Hillside Rd. 
between Research and Laurel Hill; 
and construction of a pedestrian 
underpass under Hillside in the 
section being reconstructed. 

The cost of these four projects, 
based on the low bid, would exceed 
the grant allocations by more than 
$87,000. City Manager James Giese 
characterized the bidding activity 
as having been “good,” and told 
council that inflation was the pri¬ 
mary cause of discrepancy be¬ 
tween earlier estimates and final 
bids. 

Sidewalk from Center 

Giese expressed to council his 
growing concern about the desira¬ 
bility of the planned sidewalk from 
the Center. This sidewalk was au¬ 
thorized earlier by council to aid 
senior citizens walking up the 
steep hill from the Center toward 
Green Ridge House. Giese noted 
that the sidewalk would have the 
greatest cost overrun of any of the 
four projects — three times the 
original estimated cost — even 
though it is the smallest of the 
projects. He attributed this fact to 


the amount of special work that 
would be required to protect trees 
and to make the end result look 
acceptable. 

Giese told council, in a written 
report, “As time has gone by, I 
have become more and more con¬ 
cerned about the desirability of 
this project. This new walk and 
underpass will stand out visually 
from the original symmetrical 
walkway design of that area, 
which I feel is one of the key 
visual features of the original 
Greenbelt plan. In addition, we 
would lose a significant number 
of mature trees and would have 
to construct railroad tie retaining 
walls to try to protect a number 
of others. The net effect of all 
this work will be a reduction in 
the steepness of the grade from 
11 percent to eight percent. That 
change will not be that noticeable, 
I fear.” 

Giese continued, “While the in¬ 
tent was good, the solution is 
neither cost effective nor aestheti¬ 
cally desirable in my opinion.,,. 
It is my recommendation that 
this project be deferred and de¬ 
leted from the block grant pro¬ 
gram. In its place, I would pro¬ 
pose considering the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the existing sidewalks 
with an eye to improving grades 
where possible. The new sidewalk 
might have a skid resistant sur¬ 
face. Consideration might be giv¬ 
en to additional rest areas and to 
installation of hand rails.... The 
trees and symmetrical walkway 
layout would remain intact,” 

Giese suggested that the cost of 
such a substitute approach, by 
using city funds and, in part, pub¬ 
lic works labor, might be only 
something like $5000 to $10,000, 
instead of the low-bid figure of 
about $48,000 for the project as 
originally planned. 

After discussion* council ac¬ 
cepted the city manager’s views 


and voted to delete the sidewalk 
project and to accept the bid for 
the other three projects. This de¬ 
cision must be approved by the 
county. Council also directed that 
improvements to existing side¬ 
walks up the hill be made, and 
that city staff study and recom¬ 
mend to council other pedestrian 
improvements that might be made 
in that area. 

The three street and underpass 
projects will cost the city about 
$30,000 more than will be received 
in grant funds. Council is expect¬ 
ed to authorize payment of the 
difference from unappropriated 
surplus funds left over from pre¬ 
vious years. 

According to Assistant City 
Manager Dennis Piendak, the city 
will publish a notice in the News 
Review before the street and un¬ 
derpass work starts. This will 
alert residents who may need to 
change their parking or driving 
patterns while the construction 
is in process. Piendak says the 
notice may be issued within the 
next two weeks. 

Waivers 

Rozansky and Kay, owners of 
the parcel of land on which the 
Windsor Green recreation site is 
to be located, have asked city 
permission to delay construction 
of Frankfort Drive south of its 
intersection with Morrison Drive.

GUI Signs Aluminum Siding Contract; 


Work Could

A contract with Beltway 
Aluminum for siding the 
frame homes was approved by 
the Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. at its 
meeting on August 13. This 
is a long-awaited development 
in the rehabilitation project. 
Application of siding was halt¬ 
ed a year ago when the min¬ 
eral siding approved by functi- 
ing agencies and the historical 
society proved unacceptable. 

The new contract calls for sev¬ 
en colors of vinyl siding to be 
applied in a design planned by 
Staff Architect Stan Sersen and 
drawing upon members’ earlier 
choices and current window selec¬ 
tion, General Manager Tim Hit¬ 
ter reported that notification of

color assignment had been mailed 
to members that day. 

Management described the sid¬ 
ing contract as carefully written 
to protect the interests of GHI, to 
ensure quality work performed 
in a timely manner, and to pro¬ 
vide for sufficient inspection and 
supervision to prevent the kinds 
of complaints received in Phase 
I rehab work. Gary Morningstar, 
GHXDC Project Director, and 
Sersen summarized the contract. 
It requires “neat and skillful 
work,” cleanup at the end of each 
work day, verification of quality 
of materials, identification for 
workers, and 5-year’s minimum 
experience for lead mechanics. 
Work will begin at 73-court of 
Ridge Road, a test case of six 
units to pass NCCB, county and 
GHI inspection, and then proceed

to the approximately 40 courts 
now ready for siding. 

To be ready for siding, all 
structural repairs must be com¬ 
pleted. At present about 50 per¬ 
cent of the structural work has 
been done. Work will be orga¬ 
nized in a manner similar to the 
window installation. Beltway 
Aluminum will have five crews, 
all working in the same area for 
better supervision and inspection. 
Beltway will be responsible for 
giving members advance notice 
of work on their homes; GHIDC 
will handle the immediate daily 
notification. 

The contract calls for siding to 
be completed within 18 months 
with heavy penalties if it isn’t. 
'Both GHI and Beltway Alumi-

Newest Book on Greenbelt 
Is Tool for Researchers

Greenbelt , Maryland: A Guide to Further Sources will nev¬ 
er be a bestseller, but it will certainly be an indispensable tool 
for anyone planning future research on this community. Fin¬ 
anced under a grant by the National Endowment for the Hu¬ 
manities as part of a project to microfilm the original architec¬ 
tural blueprints, tracings and drawings for construction of 
Greenbelt, the book’s primary purpose is to summarize the 
microfilmed blueprints, which consist of a set of seven rolls. 


Original plans have thus been 
preserved for rowhouses and ga¬ 
rages, multifamily dwellings, the 
commercial center and fire station 
(now housing the realty office), 
the high school (now Greenbelt 
Junior High School), the water 
tower, and the sewage treatment 
plant (long since dismantled). De¬ 
tails on the design of heating, 
plumbing, and electrical facilities 
are also included, as are designs 
for the layout of the town itself. 
Drawings of the swimming pool, 
baseball field and gardens and 
even blueprints for St. Hugh’s 
parish church are part of the col¬ 
lection. 

The authors of the guide—Mary 
Boccaccio, chief archivist for the 
University of Maryland’s McKel- 
din Library, Steven Lambird and 
Carolyn Salus—have greatly in¬ 
creased the value of the publica¬ 
tion by including an exhaustive 
list of other source materials on 
Greenbelt and the greentown con¬ 
cept that can be found in the 
Washington area. Among local 
sources familiar to Greenbelters 
are of course the city offices, 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the Tug- 
well Room of the Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary, and this newspaper. Coun¬ 
ty and federal agencies with 
Greenbelt materials are also list¬ 
ed. Making this section particu¬ 
larly useful is the compilers’ care 
to include working hours, phone 
numbers and contact persons for 
utilizing these resources. 

Since the University of Mary¬ 
land has been charged by the 
state with the responsibility for 
acquiring and preserving works 
pertaining to the history of Mary¬ 
land, the University’s collection

of materials on Greenbelt is near¬ 
ly complete. Most works are cited 
in The New Deal In the Suburbs, 
a book by Joseph Arnold, who 
has also written the introduction 
for the guidebook. Additional ti¬ 
tles are listed in a short bibliog¬ 
raphy in the guide. 

Perhaps most useful for new re¬ 
searchers is a description of 
much material held by federal 
agencies, including its location 
and a general list of what has 
been kept and what has been de¬ 
stroyed (the latter a great time- 
saver for the researcher). In the 
same vein, a list of potential 
sources searched without locating 
Greenbelt materials is invaluable. 
Anyone working with primary 
sources knows how much time 
can be spent pursuing false leads. 
It is nice to know that the guide’s 
compilers have taken the care to 
head off such self-defeating ef¬ 
forts. 

Greenbelters who find their 
town listed now on the Federal 
Register of Historic Places, have 
a strong sense of its unique his¬ 
tory. Arnold, in his introduction 
to the volume makes explicit this 
city’s significance: “Its important 
place in the history of American 
architecture and town planning 
is secure. ... It is, in retrospect, 
astonishing that Greenbelt’s ar¬ 
chitects and town planners were 
given the time and the freedom 
to create such a thoughtfully 
innovative set of plans.” The new 
guide provides access to the per¬ 
manent record of those plans. 

The book can be purchased 
from the Archives and Manu¬ 
scripts Dept, McKeldin Library, 
University of Maryland, College 
Park, MD 20742. It sells for $5.00.

Carolyn Estridge, Greenbelt Librarian 
For Twelve Years, Is Reassigned

When Carolyn Estridge came 
to Greenbelt as head librarian 
of the Greenbelt Branch of 
the Prince Georges County li¬ 
brary system in May 1969 she 
came to a one-room library in 
Center School. Her new job 
was to open the new modern 
facility that Greenbelters 
proudly refer to as their 
library. 

The library, dedicated April 7, 
1970 and open to the public on 
April 8, had its one room begin¬ 
ning in 1939. Its first book col¬ 
lection was catalogued by WPA 
workers in Baltimore. By 1945 
it was the largest of three area 
libraries then in existence (Laur¬ 
el, Hyatitsville) and by 1951 em¬ 
ployed two full time workers and 
had 11,000 volumes. In 1955 it be¬ 
came part of the county library 
system. 

The building is a 35,000 sq. ft. 
structure with a book capacity of 
125,000 books. It was designed by 
Walton and Madden, Riverdale ar¬ 
chitects and constructed by Avery 
Construction Co. at a cost of $194, 

A Bit of History 

To the Editor: 

Welcome to Ms Ying, our new 
Librarian, who was one of those 
who helped open the Greenbelt 
Library in 1970. I am reminded of 
a bit of history- 

In January of 1965, Cliff Simon¬ 
son, a member of our City Coun¬ 
cil, appeared at a County Budget 
hearing to speak for the Green- 
belt Library It had been placed 
by the Library Board from second 
in the order of building and open¬ 
ing to seventh place in the Coun¬ 
ty. This meeting was called by 
the State Legislature and was 
headed by then Senator Wineland. 

At 2:30 a.m. that morning, the 
Library budget came up for deci¬ 
sion. Cliff had placed his name 
on the Speaker’s List. He spoke 
eloquently about the need for the 
Greenbelt Library and deplored 
the put-down of our Library into 
the distant future He was per¬ 
suasive enough so that Senator 
Wineland asked the County Di¬ 
rector of the Library if the State 
Delegation put $1 million dollars 
into the budget for the Library, 
if $50,000 could be assigned for 
planning of the Greenbelt Library 
in Greenbelt. Senator Wineland 
asked that question three times 
before the Director agreed to do 
the planning. That was the 
speech that led to the request for 
the plan and the Library was 
opened in Greenbelt in 1970. Clif¬ 
ford Simonson does not live in 
our City any longer, and we do 
miss him. 

Having been at the meeting, 
seeing and hearing what went on, 
I know Cliff Simonson was the 
responsible link for the opening 
of the Library in our city

Under Estridge’s guidance it 
has become a Greenbelt facility 
well used by members of the com¬ 
munity and others as well. Est¬ 
ridge organized and was the first 
curator of the Rexford G- Tugwell 
Collection. The Greenbelt room 
with books, maps and papers of 
Greenbelt’s history is open for 
public use and has become one of 
the places to visit during Green- 
belt’s Labor Day Festival. 

Estridge represented the library 
to the Greenbelt Merchant’s Asso¬ 
ciation. She attended City Coun¬ 
cil meetings to alert council to 
the library’s facilities such as bus 
schedules. According to retired 
postmaster Emory Harman she 
helped with many Post Office pro¬ 
jects and supplied IRS forms and 
other items when the Post Office 
ran short. Harman calls her “an 
outstanding public servant, coop¬ 
erative and sensitive to the needs 
of the library patrons. She nev¬ 
er hesitated to go out of her way 
to help people,’’ he said. 

While Estridge was Branch Li¬ 
brarian the library expanded its 
service to the community, to nur¬ 
sing homes, schools, Green Ridge

At Greenbelt her staff grew to in¬ 
clude eight librarians and desk 
clerks, pages and maintenance 
workers. 

Estridge served continuously as 
Greenbelt’s head librarian until 
June 28. She left to become' head 
of adult services in the Oxon Hill 
Branch.

num expect the job to take be¬ 
tween 8-12 months. Although 
this contract must still be exe¬ 
cuted, with a contract already 
negotiated for gutters and down¬ 
spouts and color selection final¬ 
ized, Mitter says siding work 
could start within two weeks. 

The board approved a contract 
for tree trimming. Approval was 
also given to the sale of two of 
the larger townhouses which GHI 
had bought back earlier this year. 
Since purchasers were unable to 
find other financing, GHI will fi¬ 
nance. This arrangement allows 
GHI to recoup all expenses in¬ 
volved and was judged a reason¬ 
able deal for both buyer and the 
corporation. However, it raises, 
but discussion was curtailed on. 
a related larger issue of the buy¬ 
back system and whether GHI 
was setting precedent for buying 
back and selling homes. Board 
President Jim Smith stressed 
that this action approved only the 
sale of these two homes and did 
not address the larger issue. 

The board “bought insurance’' 
according to board member Don 
Volk when it approved a fixed 
price oil contract rather than go 
with a lower current rate which 
could, and presumably would, in¬ 
crease and result in higher costs 
later. 

Frank Gervasi gave the report 
of the Finance Committee which 
recommended a financing plan be 
set up for members to pay by in¬ 
stallments for attic insulation and 
electric violations repair. Man¬ 
agement felt a flexible payment 
plan was already available for 
those who needed and requested 
it. Most of these charges have al¬ 
ready been paid. The board decid¬ 
ed to continue the current prac¬ 
tice and to set up a formal system 
only if needed. 

The committee also provided 


some topics for the mid-year au¬ 
dit. These centered around rehab 
billing and records systems. 
Smith appointed board members 
Wayne Williams and John Lewis 
to meet with Finance and Audit 
Committees and report back to 
the board for final approval on 
topics and scope of the mid-year 
audit. Board Member Steve Cur¬ 
tis reported on the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee on Block Insulation which 
is evaluating roof replacement 
and comparing vinyl siding and 
insulation to water blasting and 
painting for the block homes. 
The upcoming water blasting and 
painting on the GHI apartments 
constitutes a test case for this 
method. Curtis requested more in¬ 
formation on the expected life of 
current roofs. Curtis also pressed 
for the specifications on service- 
side additions for frame homes— 
a matter of increasing import¬ 
ance with siding imminent. 
Board member Joe Jenkins com¬ 
mented on the new seating ar¬ 
rangements for board and staff, 
“It reminds me of the Paris 
Peace Accords, and that didn’t 
work either.” The board recessed 
to executive session.

Recycling Programs 

The recycling of paper, glass, 
aluminum, and oil is an ongoing 
activity of Greenbelt’s Public 
Works Dept,, and a source of in¬ 
come for the city that helps keep 
down the costs of refuse collec¬ 
tion. 

Wednesdays are paper pickup 
days for those parts of the city 
that subscribe to city refuse ser¬ 
vice. Customers place their papers 
in separate marked refuse con¬ 
tainers or in bundles. 

Persons from those areas of 
the city not subscribing to city 
refuse service may bring their 
papers to the Public Works 
Building on Crescent Rd. adja¬ 
cent to the Lake Park. 

The city also encourages all 
residents to bring glass, alumi¬ 
num, and oil to the Public Works 
Building, for deposit into appro¬ 
priate receptacles. 

The city estimates that it will 
collect about 325 tons of paper— 
equivalent to about 5,575 trees— 
this fiscal year, and will sell the 
paper at $15 to $20 a ton. Scrap 
glass, aluminum, and oil will 
bring additional rveenue.

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tersection with Morrison; and 
that Frankfort, if now ex¬ 
tended southward adjacent to the 
recreation area, would be an un¬ 
desirable dead-end subject to 
night-time loitering and littering. 
They also note that the section 
of street in question, if built now, 
would be destroyed by construc¬ 
tion equipment and installation 
of utility pipes when further fu¬ 
ture development takes place. 

Dee Allison and Edward Fu- 
tens, members of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Windsor Green 
Homeowners Assn., told council 
in a letter that they favored ap¬ 
proval by council of the waiver 
request. Council, after assuring 
itself that the city is adequately 
protected even if the land involv¬ 
ed changes hands, approved the 
waiver so that the section of 
Frankfort Drive need not be 
built at this time. 

In another matter of land de¬ 
velopment within the city, coun¬ 
cil voted to recommend to the 
county Planning Board a waiver 
in design standards for the pro¬ 
posed Greenbelt Hilton that 
would permit location of a load¬ 
ing area closer to the property 
line than is normally allowed. 
The adjacent property is that oc¬ 
cupied by the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration, The SHA land con¬ 
tinues to be zoned for residential 
use, which has required several 
requests for waivers by the 
Greenbelt Hilton’s developers. 
Crime Prevention Report 

The city’s Community Relations 
Advisory Board submitted a pre¬ 
liminary report in response to 
council’s April request that the 
board develop a crime prevention 
program with emphasis on com¬ 
munity responsibility and partici¬ 
pation. The report included an 
extensive list of preliminary rec¬ 
ommendations, including coun¬ 
cil’s establishing an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee. 

The CRAB report was internal¬ 
ly contradictory. As to the pro¬ 
posed role for such a committee, 
it was not clear whether the ad 
hoc group would be intended to 
assist and monitor an on-going 
program after CRAB completes 
its study and delivers a final re¬ 
port to council; or whether the 
ad hoc committee, instead of 
CRAB, would complete the study 
and deliver the final report. 

Council members were obvi¬ 
ously annoyed by this particular 
recommendation. They felt that 
CRAB has a clear assignment 
from council to carry this study 
to completion. The council mem¬ 
bers agreed that CRAB is to be 
asked for clarification, and that 
any action on the preliminary re¬ 
port is to be delayed until the 
new council is in office. 

Election Items 

Council dealt with two matters 
related to the forthcoming elec¬ 
tion. They adopted a recommen¬ 
dation of the city Board of Elec¬ 
tions and modified the procedure 
for the delivery to, and handling 
of absentee ballots at, the polling 
places. Under the amended ordi¬ 
nance, not only the city clerk but 
also a member of the Board of 


Elections may make the deliver¬ 
ies; and the election judge and 
election clerks, rather than the 
election judge and city clerk, will 
put the absentee ballots into the 
ballot box. 

These changes were made nec¬ 
essary by the increase in the 
number of polling places, which 
mean that the city clerk working 
alone might not be able to com¬ 
plete the process in the short 
time limit required by ordinance. 

In a second action, council vot¬ 
ed to ask citizens to complete a 
questionnaire at polling places. 
The questionnaire, to be drafted 
by city staff, will focus on the de¬ 
sires of voters as to expenditures 
of city funds for various specific 
purposes. The aim is to guide the 
new council in deciding how to al¬ 
locate resources. Councilman 
Charles Sehwan, who is not run¬ 
ning for reelection, volunteered 
to help city staff in making up 
the questionnaire and in tabulat¬ 
ing the results. 

Lake Park 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board gave a written report to 
council in comment on the Lake 
Park Master Plan as revised by 
city staff earlier in the year. APB 
recommends that the revised plan 
be approved, but with several 
changes: (I) The bandstand 

should be relocated because the 
board feels it now detracts from 
the vista of the lake; (2) the path 
around the lake should remain in 
a natural state, but its surface 
should be improved; (3) the idea 
of setting up a multi-purpose play 
court at the bay end of the lake 
should be dropped; and (4) more 
and higher plantings to lessen the 
noise impact on the lake area 
should be located along the Lake 
Park border with the Beltway 
ramp and with Kenilworth Ave. 

Council accepted the APB re¬ 
port, but took no action on it at 
this meeting. 

Exxon Sign 

The location and height of a 
sign at the proposed Exxon gas 
station at the southwest corner of 
the Greenbelt Rd.-Hanover Park¬ 
way intersection continues to pro¬ 
voke disagreement. The Techni¬ 
cal Staff of Maryland-National 
Capital Park & Planning Com¬ 
mission had earlier recommended 
a sign limited to 4% feet in 
height, to be located at the west¬ 
ern corner of the property adja¬ 
cent to Greenbelt Rd. The city’s 
Advisory Planning Board and the 
council had endorsed the Techni¬ 
cal Staff recommendation. 

At the subsequent hearing be¬ 
fore the county’s Hearing Exami¬ 
ner, the Exxon Corporation rep¬ 
resentatives took exception to the 
Technical Staff recommendation. 
Exxon wants a 7^-foot sign 
placed at the intersection corner 
of the property, to help guide 
Greenbelt Rd. traffic to the gas 
station entrance on Hanover 
Parkway. Exxon has agreed to 
the Technical Staff recommenda¬ 
tion that the sign be ornamental 
rather than the typical pole con¬ 
struction. 

During its Aug. 10 meeting 
council accepted a new APB re-

port in which the board reiter¬ 
ated its earlier support for the 
4^-foot sign in the western cor¬ 
ner. After much inconclusive dis¬ 
cussion, council decided to ask 
for written reaction from Green- 
briar representatives, and to de¬ 
fer action until a full council is 
present. (Councilmen Richard 
Pilski and Thomas X, White were 
absent.) 

Other Matters 

During this meeting, council 
briefly considered several other 
topics: 

(1) They passed a resolution 
authorizing the Prince Georges 
Municipal Association to negoti¬ 
ate with the county, on behalf of 
the city, both the sharing of sup¬ 
plemental police aid granted by 
the state and revisions to the tax 
differential formula. The council 
had previously designated Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld to serve on the 
association’s negotiating commit¬ 
tee. 

(2) Council also passed a reso¬ 
lution to negotiate purchase from 
the Motorola Corporation of two 
mobile radios with built-^n sirens 
and three portable radios for the 
police department at a cost of 
slightly over $8,000. These pur¬ 
chases are authorized in this 
year's budget. For several years 
the city has been standardizing 
its police radio purchases by buy¬ 
ing from Motorola. 

(3) Council passed an annual 
resolution that waives bidding 
procedures and authorizes the 
negotiated purchase throughout 
the fiscal year of a variety of 
specified goods and services from 
designated vendors or suppliers.
